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Kerry seeks Mideast answers amid deteriorating conditions

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Obama administration is 
confronted with two crises 
for which it has few, if any, 
viable options — the Israeli- 
Palestinian conflict and the 
Syrian civil war. The admin¬ 
istration has ultimate goals 
for each crisis but no clear 
path to achieve them and 
Secretary of State John 
Kerry is jetting off to Europe 
and the Middle East to seek 
answers. 


With only a broad outline 
of the desired results, Kerry 
will be listening as much as 
talking as he navigates at¬ 
tempts to restore relative 
calm in Israel and the Pal¬ 
estinian territories amid vio¬ 
lence and spiraling tensions 
and revive efforts for a po¬ 
litical transition in Syria that 
could end the increasingly 
complex war. 

Kerry embarks on his lat¬ 
est round of high-stakes 
diplomacy on Wednesday 
when he leaves for Berlin, 


where he will meet Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu on Thursday, and 
then Vienna, where he will 
see the foreign ministers 
of Russia, Turkey and Sau¬ 
di Arabia about Syria on 
Friday. He then plans to 
visit Amman, where he will 
meet Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas and Jor¬ 
dan’s King Abdullah. A stop 
in Saudi Arabia is also envi¬ 
sioned. 

Complicating his already 
delicate tasks, the situa¬ 


tions in both hotspots took 
unexpected and poten¬ 
tially dangerous turns late 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 
Netanyahu blamed a for¬ 
mer Palestinian leader for 
inspiring Hitler’s Holocaust. 
Those comments, coupled 
with new Palestinian stab¬ 
bing attacks on Israelis, 
threaten to further inflame 
the combustible atmo¬ 
sphere. And Russian Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir Putin hosted 
Syrian President Bashar 
Assad in Moscow, suggest¬ 
ing that Putin's support for 
Assad's government will 
not wane. Although State 
Department spokesman 
John Kirby wouldn’t criticize 
Netanyahu for incitement, 
he said of the Holocaust 
comments: “The scholarly 
evidence does not sup¬ 
port that position.” He took 
a similar constrained ap¬ 
proach on Assad’s trip to 
Russia, saying it was not sur¬ 
prising given the two coun¬ 
tries' expanding military re¬ 
lationship. 

U.S. officials have yet to 
detail any American plan 
to end the Israeli-Palestin- 
ian unrest that erupted a 
month ago over Jerusa¬ 
lem’s most sensitive holy 
site. During that time, 10 
Israelis have been killed by 
Palestinian assailants, most¬ 
ly in knife attacks, while 47 
Palestinians — including 26 


labeled by Israel as attack¬ 
ers — have been killed by 
Israeli fire. The remainder 
died in clashes between Is¬ 
raeli forces and Palestinian 
protesters. In addition, an 
Israeli mob killed an Eritrean 
migrant after mistaking him 
for an Arab attacker. 

The site in question is known 
to Jews as the Temple 
Mount, the holiest site in 
Judaism and home to the 
biblical Temples. For Mus¬ 
lims, it is the Noble Sanctu¬ 
ary, home to the Al-Aqsa 
Mosque, the third-holiest 
site in Islam and a key na¬ 
tional symbol for the Pales¬ 
tinians. The site, captured 
by Israel from Jordan in 
the 1967 Mideast war, is 
a frequent flashpoint of 
violence. The Palestinians 
accuse Israel of trying to 
change the longstand¬ 
ing “status quo” at the 
site, which allows Jews to 
visit but not to pray. They 
point to a growing num¬ 
ber of Jewish visitors who 
seek an expanded Jew¬ 
ish presence and prayer 
rights at the site. Netanya¬ 
hu says there are no plans 
to change the status quo, 
and that the Palestinian al¬ 
legations are slanderous in¬ 
citement. He says the hos¬ 
tile rhetoric, and incendiary 
videos making the rounds 
on social media, are fuel¬ 
ing the violence. □ 


Iran’s supreme leader endorses landmark nuclear deal

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — 

Iran’s supreme leader on 
Wednesday endorsed a 
landmark nuclear deal 
reached with world pow¬ 
ers, but warned the gov¬ 
ernment to be vigilant, say¬ 
ing the United States can¬ 
not be trusted. 

Ayatollah Ali Khamenei, 
who has the final say on all 
state matters, endorsed the 
deal in a letter to moderate 
President Hassan Rouhani 
that was read on state TV. 
Until now he had declined 
to publicly approve or re¬ 
ject the deal while express¬ 
ing support for Iran’s ne- 
gotiators.The agreement 
reached in July with the 
U.S., Britain, France, China, 
Russia and Germany would 
curb Iran’s nuclear activi¬ 
ties in exchange for the lift¬ 


ing of crippling internation¬ 
al sanctions. 

Western nations have long 
suspected Iran of pursuing 
nuclear weapons along¬ 
side its civilian program, 
charges rejected by Teh¬ 
ran, which insists its pro¬ 
gram is entirely peaceful. 
The agreement has been 
the subject of fierce debate 
within Iran, with hard-liners 
arguing that the nego¬ 
tiators gave up too much 
ground. They also fear the 
agreement could lead to 
a broader rapprochement 
with the United States, 
which they still deride as 
the “Great Satan.” 

Iran’s parliament approved 
the deal in two stormy ses¬ 
sions that saw lawmak¬ 
ers shout at one another 
and at least one hard-line 
parliamentarian burst into 
tearsO

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Assad-Putin meeting signals 
new push to end Syria crisis

MOSCOW (AP) — Bashar 
Assad’s surprise meeting 
with Vladimir Putin could 
signal that Russia ultimately 
seeks a political settlement 
after weeks of heavy air- 
strikes in Syria. But the terms 
of such an arrangement 
are uncertain, and ques¬ 
tions remain about wheth¬ 
er Moscow will seek the de¬ 
parture of its longtime ally 
or try for a power-sharing 
agreement. 

In a further sign that a 
diplomatic push might 
be underway to end the 
four-year crisis, Russia an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that 
Foreign Minister Sergey 
Lavrov and U.S. Secretary 
of State John Kerry had 
agreed to meet Friday in 
Vienna with their counter¬ 
parts from Saudi Arabia 
and Turkey — both firm 
Assad critics. 

The Syrian president's visit 
to Moscow, his first known 
trip abroad since war 
broke out in 2011, was an¬ 
nounced on Wednesday, 
the morning after it hap¬ 
pened, and raised intense 
speculation about the two 
leaders’ motives — and a 
strong response from Wash¬ 
ington. 

“We view the red-carpet 
welcome for Assad, who 
has used chemical weap¬ 
ons againsf his own peo¬ 
ple, at odds with the stated 
goal by the Russians for a 
polifical fransifion in Syria,” 
said White House spokes¬ 
man Eric Schultz. 

If nothing else, it under¬ 
scored how emboldened 
the embattled Syrian lead¬ 
er has become in the wake 
of fhe Russian airsfrikes fhaf 
began on Sept. 30 and 
Iran's deployment of hun¬ 
dreds of ground forces fo 
fighf alongside Syrian gov¬ 
ernment troops. 

Russia says it is targeting 
militants, especially those 
of the extremist Islamic 
State group. But critics, in¬ 
cluding the U.S., say Mos¬ 
cow's military intervention 
props up Assad and is likely 
to fan the violence. 

The oblique references 
Wednesday by both lead¬ 
ers to their meeting did little 


to shed light on their ulti¬ 
mate strategy. 

In a statement, Putin said 
that along with fighting mili¬ 
tants, Moscow believes that 
“a long-term settlement 
can only be achieved as 
part of a political process 
with the participation of all 
political forces, ethnic and 
religious groups.” 

In separate comments 
posted on the Syrian presi¬ 
dency’s official Facebook 
page, Assad said the Rus¬ 
sian military operation in 
Syria had helped to halt 
the spread of terrorism and 
that a political solution 
could only come after that 
threat was addressed. 
“Terrorism which we see 
spreading today could 
have been more wide¬ 
spread and more harmful 
if it weren’t for your deci¬ 
sions and steps,” Assad told 
Putin in the remarks carried 
by Arab media. The threat 
of terrorism, he said, “ob¬ 
structs” any political solu¬ 
tion to the crisis. 

Yet how long Russia is will¬ 
ing to continue its expen¬ 
sive and politically volatile 
airsfrikes is open to ques¬ 
tion. 

“Putin is not going to fight 
there forever,” said analyst 
Dmitry Trenin of the Mos¬ 
cow Carnegie Center. 

The Russian leader “needs 
a quick result after which 
he can announce a Rus¬ 
sian military success,” said 
Trenin, suggesting Russia 
would then put “the bur¬ 
den of fhe war" on Iran 
and Hezbollah. 

“For Putin, it’s important 
now to act not only as a 
military victor but as a po¬ 
litical peacekeeper as 
well,” Trenin said. “Putin is 
perfectly aware of fhe facf 
that Assad is going to have 
to hand over power or di¬ 
vide it. The Syria that exist¬ 
ed before 2011 cannot be 
restored.” 

Others, however, said that 
in welcoming Assad, Putin 
was signaling that Russia 
would be uncompromis¬ 
ing about Assad staying in 
power. 

“It’s a serious statement 
meaning that Russia will 
continue to support Assad 
to the bitter end," said 
Pavel Felgenhauer, an in-

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Biden Won’t Run For President, a Boost for Clinton

WASHINGTON (AP) — After 
months of tortured indeci¬ 
sion, Vice President Joe 
Biden said Wednesday he 
won’t be a candidate in 
the 2016 White House cam¬ 
paign, solidifying Hillary 
Rodham Clinton’s status as 
the Democratic front-run¬ 
ner and the party's likely 
heir to President Barack 
Obama’s legacy. 

Standing under bright sun 
in the White House Rose 
Garden, Biden spoke mov¬ 
ingly about mourning the 
recent death of his son. 
Beau, a process he said 
does not match the politi¬ 
cal calendar. While he said 
his family was emotionally 
prepared to undertake a 
grueling presidential cam¬ 
paign, they arrived at that 


decision too late for him to 
mount a credible bid for 
a job that has long been 
the north star of his political 
ambitions. 

“Unfortunately, I believe 
we’re out of time,” said 
Biden, flanked by his wife, 
Jill, and the president. 
Biden's decision puts to 
rest the uncertainty hang¬ 
ing over the Democratic 
primary. The race now 
will likely settle into a two- 
person contest between 
Clinton and Vermont Sen. 
Bernie Sanders, who has 
energized the party’s liber¬ 
al base but lacks Clinton’s 
campaign infrastructure 
and support from party 
leaders. 

Biden was seen by some 
Democrats as an ideal 
blend of Clinton’s estab¬ 
lishment credentials and

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Sanders' populist appeal. 
Interest in his potential can¬ 
didacy was fueled both by 
an outpouring of affection 
after his son succumbed to 
cancer in May and the per¬ 
sistent questions about Clin¬ 
ton’s viability, particularly 
amid revelations about her 
controversial email use at 
the State Department. 
However, Clinton ap¬ 
peared to calm nervous 
supporters with a com¬ 
manding performance in 
last week’s first Democratic 
debate. What was already 
a narrow path to the presi¬ 
dency for Biden appeared 
to get even smaller. 

In a written statement 
Wednesday, Clinton 

praised Biden’s “unyielding 
faith in America’s promise” 
and said she expected he 
would “always be on the 
front lines, always fighting 
for all of us." The two spoke 
by phone shortly after the 
vice president concluded 
his remarks. 

Biden notably did not en¬ 
dorse a candidate in the 
Democratic race. Instead, 
he delivered a 13-minute 
speech that very well could 
have been a platform for 
the campaign he'll never 
run. He decried the role of 
big money in politics and 
touted the importance of 
reducing income inequal¬ 
ity and making college ed¬ 
ucation more accessible, 
issues with significant sup¬ 


port among liberals. 

He also repeated a veiled 
criticism of Clinton that 
had crept into his speech¬ 
es in recent days, saying 
Democrats should not view 
Republicans as their en¬ 
emies. Clinton said in the 
debate that she was proud 
to count the Republicans 
among the enemies she’s 
made during her political 
career. 

Biden's decision gives Clin¬ 
ton a boost heading into 
her testimony Thursday 
before a Republican-led 
House committee investi¬ 
gating the deadly attack 
on Americans in Benghazi, 
Libya, three years ago. With 
Biden out of the race, Clin¬ 
ton’s campaign sees the 
hearing as a final hurdle 
before she can fully focus 
on early voting contests 
in the states of Iowa, New 
Hampshire and elsewhere. 
For many Republicans, 
Biden's decision comes 
as a disappointment. 
Party leaders had all but 
cheered his potential can¬ 
didacy, eager to see the 
Democratic race thrown 
into chaos and perhaps 
distract attention from a 
Republican primary that's 
been roiled by the rise of 
unorthodox candidates 
such as Donald Trump and 
Ben Carson. 

Trump praised Biden and 
took a poke at Clinton in a 
single tweet: □ 
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Fractious House conservatives resist Ryan’s call to unify

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re¬ 
publican Party conserva¬ 
tives resisted Paul Ryan’s 
appeals to rally around 
him for House speaker 
Wednesday, suggesting 
fresh trouble ahead for the 
inter-party struggle that has 
rendered Congress almost 
dysfunctional and shaken 


the party's presidential 
campaign. 

The conservatives' reac¬ 
tions cast doubt on wheth¬ 
er Ryan, the party’s 2012 
vice presidential nominee, 
can get the buy-in from 
all factions of the House 
he says he needs to run for 
speaker, the top position in 


Congress and the second 
in line of succession to the 
president. 

The Wisconsin congress¬ 
man, a reluctant candi¬ 
date for the post, has been 
asked to run by mainstream 
party leaders seeking to re¬ 
solve a crisis set in motion 
when compromise-averse 


conservatives pushed 
Speaker John Boehner to 
resign and then pressured 
his likely successor into with¬ 
drawing. 

The same intraparty divide 
is roiling the Republicans’ 
presidential campaign, 
with outsiders led by billion¬ 
aire businessman Donald 
Trump dominating the field 
for months. 

On Wednesday, some 
House members quickly 
took issue with Ryan’s sug¬ 
gested changes to con¬ 
gressional rules and even 
his desire to balance fam¬ 
ily life with the demands of 
the job. “No other speaker 
candidate came in and 
said here's the list of my de¬ 
mands, either meet those 
or I'm not going to do 
this,” Rep. Tim Huelskamp, 
a member of the hardline 
House Freedom Caucus, 
complained the day after 
Ryan outlined the condi¬ 
tions for his candidacy. 

Rep. Raul Labrador of Ida¬ 
ho, another Freedom Cau¬ 
cus member, said: “I think 
it’s pretty presumptuous to 
say that Paul Ryan is the 
only one who can win this.” 
The comments came as 


Ryan began making the 
rounds to the three major 
House caucuses whose en¬ 
dorsements he is seeking 
as a condition for running 
for speaker. It's a job the 
45-year-old never wanted 
but is exploring, he says, 
out of a sense of duty af¬ 
ter Boehner announced 
his resignation and Major¬ 
ity Leader Kevin McCarthy 
abruptly withdrew from the 
running to replace him. 
Ryan has made clear that 
he does not want to be 
the latest victim of Repub¬ 
lican dysfunction and will 
run only if it becomes clear 
he can unify the House Re¬ 
publicans. 

Boehner, who hopes to 
leave Congress at the end 
of this month, sought to 
move the process forward, 
scheduling secret-ballot 
House Republican elec¬ 
tions for Oct. 28, to be fol¬ 
lowed by a floor vote in the 
full House the next day. 

On Wednesday Ryan met 
with the mainstream con¬ 
servative Republican Study 
Committee, and he was 
to meet on Thursday with 
the establishment-aligned 
Tuesday Group.Q 


House Republican floats debt limit alternatives

WASHINGTON (AP)—Wash¬ 
ington is barreling toward a 
deadline to raise the gov¬ 
ernment’s borrowing cap 
and avert a first-ever de¬ 
fault on U.S. payments, but 
there's no sign yet on Capi¬ 
tol Hill of a viable solution. 
Instead, the Republican- 
controlled House is mov¬ 
ing ahead on tea party- 
blessed legislation related 
to the debt limit that has 
no chance of making it 
through the Senate, much 
less of being signed by Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama. 


Credit markets are already 
nervous about the lack of 
progress as a Nov. 3 Trea¬ 
sury Department deadline 
looms. That's when the gov¬ 
ernment’s ability to use ac¬ 
counting steps to pay its bills 
for veterans. Social Security 
recipients, federal employ¬ 
ees and others will run out 
and the government would 
have a dangerously small 
fiscal cushion. 

“There is no margin for er¬ 
ror,” Treasury Secretary Ja¬ 
cob Lew said Wednesday 
at a conference sponsored 
by the Center for American 
Progress. “After Nov. 3, we 


cannot borrow any more 
money. We will be operat¬ 
ing on a cash basis. Some 
days we will have enough 
cash to pay our bills. Other 
days we won't. Going past 
Nov. 3 is irresponsible." 

The House on Wednesday 
passed, 235-194, legislation 
by Republican Rep. Tom 
McClintock that would re¬ 
quire the government to 
pay its creditors and Social 
Security beneficiaries first 
and exempt those pay¬ 
ments from the debt limit if 
the government runs out of 
cash. The idea is to preserve 
the “full faith and credit" of 


the government, even if 
there is a fiscal standoff. 

“If there is ever any doubt 
over the security and reli¬ 
ability of the debt owed 
by this government, the 
interest rates that lenders 
change would quickly rise 
and overwhelm us," Mc¬ 
Clintock said. 

The White House promises 
that Obama would veto 
the bill, which Democrats 
like Sen. Harry Reid of Ne¬ 
vada have dubbed the 
“Pay China First Act” since 
debt payments would get 
preference over other obli¬ 
gations like salaries for fed¬ 


eral workers and the mili¬ 
tary, Medicare payments 
to providers, and medical 
care for veterans and the 
poor. And, while Treasury 
says government payment 
systems can prioritize debt 
obligations over other pay¬ 
ments, its systems are not 
built to allow prioritization 
of payments like Social Se¬ 
curity over all others. 
“Treasury’s payment sys¬ 
tems are designed to pay 
our bills — they were not 
designed to not pay our 
bills," Treasury spokesman 
Daniel Watson said in a 
blog post last week.Q

WikiLeaks publishes CIA director's emails

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

WikiLeaks organization 
posted material Wednes¬ 
day from what appears 
to be CIA Director John 
Brennan’s personal email 
account, including a draft 
security clearance appli¬ 
cation containing personal 
information. 

The material presumably 
was taken in a compro¬ 
mise of Brennan's email 
account by a hacker who 
told The New York Post he is 
a high school student pro¬ 
testing American foreign 
policy. The hacker claimed 
he posed as a Verizon em¬ 
ployee and tricked anoth¬ 
er employee into revealing 
Brennan's personal infor¬ 
mation. Brennan was seek¬ 
ing a security clearance 
while applying for a job as 
White House counterterror¬ 
ism adviser. It was not im¬ 
mediately clear whether 
any national security infor¬ 
mation was compromised 
in the release of the clear¬ 
ance application, which 
includes his wife’s Social 


Security number and the 
names of people Brennan 
worked with over a long 
prior career at the CIA. 

A CIA statement called the 
postings a “crime.” 

“The Brennan family is the 
victim,” the agency said in 
an unattributed statement, 
in keeping with agency 
policy. “This attack is some¬ 
thing that could happen 
to anyone and should be 
condemned, not promot¬ 
ed. There is no indication 
that any the documents 
released thus far are clas¬ 
sified. In fact, they appear 
to be documents that a 
private citizen with national 
security interests and ex¬ 
pertise would be expected 
to possess.” 

The documents all date 
from before 2009, when 
Brennan joined the White 
House staff; before that, he 
was working in the private 
sector. Aside from the par¬ 
tially completed clearance 
application, none of the 
documents appears to be 
sensitive. 

In a section of his secu¬ 
rity clearance application 
covering foreign contacts, 


Brennan writes that in Au¬ 
gust 2007: “I have had 
lunch twice and dinner 
once with Alan Lovell, a 
U.K. colleague with whom 
I worked closely during the 
last three years of my gov¬ 
ernment career. Alan is 
currently posted at the U.K. 
Embassy in Washington.” 
Brennan's “government 
career” to that point con¬ 
sisted of decades at the 
CIA. It's not clear what 
Lovell's role was at the 
British Embassy. The State 
Department in 2009 listed 
Lovell as a “counselor” 
in the British Embassy. His 
Linkedln profile currently 
lists him as working at the 
British Ministry of Defense. 
The documents include a 
partially written position 
paper on the future of intel¬ 
ligence, a memo on Iran, a 
paper from a Republican 
lawmaker on CIA interroga¬ 
tions and a summary of a 
contract dispute between 
the CIA and Brennan’s pri¬ 
vate company, the Analy¬ 
sis Corporation, which had 
filed a formal protest after 
losing a contract dealing 
with terrorist watch lists. □ 


U.S. Secret Service is allowed to 
use warrantless phone tracking

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

new policy allows the U.S. 
Secret Service to use in¬ 
trusive cellphone-track¬ 
ing technology without a 
warrant if there's believed 
to be a nonspecific threat 
to the president or anoth¬ 
er protected person. 
Homeland Security As¬ 
sistant Secretary Seth M. 
Stodder described to a 
House of Representatives 
subcommittee Wednes¬ 
day the department’s 
policy on the use of cell- 
site simulators. 

Civil libertarians and pri¬ 
vacy advocates have 
long expressed concern 
about the suitcase-size 
devices, known as Sting¬ 
rays, which mimic cell- 
towers to scoop up elec¬ 
tronic data that can be 
used to locate nearby 
phones and identify their 
owners. The devices don’t 
listen in to phone calls or 
capture text messages, 
Stodder said. 

The policy the depart¬ 
ment unveiled this week 
is similar to the one an¬ 
nounced in September by 
the Justice Department, 
which includes the FBI. 
Federal law enforcement 
officers are required fo 
get a warrant signed 
by a judge before using 
Stingrays, except under 
emergency “exigent cir¬ 
cumstances” meeting the 
constitutional standard 
for probable cause under 
the Fourth Amendment, 
but when there is no time 
to get a warrant. 

Stodder cited the exam¬ 
ple of kidnappings, such 
as a recent case where 
Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement officers used 
a Stingray to help locate 
and rescue a 6-year-old 


girl being held hostage by 
human smugglers in Ari¬ 
zona. 

But Stodder said another 
allowed exception under 
the policy would let the 
Secret Service use Sting¬ 
rays in “exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances” without 
meeting the legal thresh¬ 
old for probable cause. 
In such cases, using the 
devices would require di¬ 
rect approval from “exec- 
ufive-level personnel” at 
Secret Service headquar¬ 
ters and the U.S. attorney 
for the relevant jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

Asked whether that essen¬ 
tially granted a blanket 
exception for the Secret 
Service, Stodder said that 
the exemption would not 
be used in routine criminal 
probes, such as a coun¬ 
terfeiting investigation. 
“The key exception that 
we envision is the Secret 
Service's protective mis¬ 
sion,” Stodder said. “In 
certain circumstances 
where you could have an 
immediate threat to the 
president and you have 
cryptic information, our 
conclusion in drawing the 
line between secrecy and 
privacy here is to err on 
the side of protection.” 
Stodder added that such 
information could be “a 
cryptic email or some¬ 
thing like that” indicating 
a security threat to the 
president where agents 
would lack the time or the 
information to determine 
probable cause, “but you 
need to locate that per¬ 
son." 

Cell-site stimulators have 
been used for years by 
both state and federal 
law enforcement agen¬ 
cies, who tout them as a 
vital tool to catch fugitives 
and locate suspects. □

arrested 28 times since he 
was 13 for offenses includ¬ 
ing drug possession and 
robbery, authorities said. 
He's been sentenced to 
state prison twice since 
2007 on drug possession 
and sale convictions, state 
records show. Howard was 
arrested in connection with 
a June 2009 shooting that 
left an 11-year-old with a 
gunshot wound to the leg 


and a 78-year-old grazed 
by a bullet, according to 
police. The disposition of 
that case wasn't immedi¬ 
ately clear.

It was unclear if 
he had a lawyer. 

Holder was the second 
NYPD officer killed this year 
and the fourth slain in the 
past 11 months, Bratton 
said.Q

He was arrested in October 
2014 along with 18 other 
people and charged with

selling crack cocaine at an 
East Harlem public housing 
complex. But Bratton said 
Howard was released into 
a drug diversion program, 
which is meant to keep 
drug offenders from over¬ 
crowding the city's jails. 

“If ever there was a can¬ 
didate not to be diverted, 
it would be this guy,” Brat¬ 
ton said. “There are peo¬ 
ple in our society who are 
criminals, who are violent 
criminals ... who should be 
separated from the rest of 
society.” But court officials 
said Howard qualified for 
the program because he 
was charged with selling 
and possessing drugs and 
was addicted. 

“Actually, he's the perfect 
candidate in many ways,” 
state court system spokes¬ 
man David Bookstaver told 
The Associated Press. 
Howard pleaded guilty to 
the drug charge this May 
and was ordered to attend 
monthly status meetings, 
but he stopped attending 
those Aug. 21. An arrest 
warrant was issued Sept. 
17 . 

The 30-year-old had been

Israel’s Netanyahu heads to Berlin to meet with Kerry

JERUSALEM (AP) — With no 
end in sight to weeks of Is¬ 
raeli-Palestinian violence. 
Prime Minister Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu headed to Ger¬ 
many on Wednesday as 
part of a high-profile diplo¬ 
matic push to restore calm. 
The trip, which included 
a meeting with German 


Chancellor Angela Merkel 
and talks with U.S. Secre¬ 
tary state John Kerry on 
Thursday, came on a day 
of new Palestinian attacks 
in the West Bank. 

Israeli officials said a female 
Israeli soldier was stabbed 
and seriously wounded 
by a Palestinian man who 
was shot dead, while late 
Wednesday, the army 


said a Palestinian motorist 
wounded four Israelis in a 
hit and run in the southern 
West Bank. Meanwhile, 
Israeli troops shot and 
wounded a 14-year-old 
Palestinian girl whom they 
said was carrying a knife 
and trying to infiltrate a 
Jewish settlement. 

It remains unclear whether 
the diplomatic push will be 


able to succeed. The Israeli 
and Palestinian leaders 
have vast differences over 
the causes of the violence. 
It also is unclear whether 
anyone can rein in the at¬ 
tackers, who have been 
young “lone-wolf” Pales¬ 
tinians, often in their teens, 
acting on their own. 

At a news conference with 
Merkel, Netanyahu reiter¬ 
ated his belief that Palestin¬ 
ian incitement has fueled 
the unrest. He pointed to 
Palestinian President Mah¬ 
moud Abbas’ refusal to 
condemn attacks on Israe¬ 
lis and accusations that Is¬ 
rael is changing delicate 
prayer arrangements at Je¬ 
rusalem’s holiest site. 
Netanyahu called the 
claims false. “It is very clear 
to us that incitement leads 
to terror,” he said. “The inter¬ 
national community must 
demand that President 
Abbas stop the incitement 
and stop spreading the lies 
about the Jewish state and 
about Israel’s policies." The 
unrest began last month 
after clashes erupted at 
the holy site — a hilltop Old 
City compound revered by 
Jews and Muslims. Jews call 
the compound the Temple 
Mount, the holiest site in 


Judaism and home to the 
biblical Temples. Muslims 
call it the Noble Sanctuary, 
and today it houses the 
Al-Aqsa Mosque, Islam’s 
third-holiest site and an im¬ 
portant Palestinian national 
symbol. 

Israel captured the site, 
along with the rest of east 
Jerusalem and the West 
Bank, from Jordan in the 
1967 Middle East war. Un¬ 
der a “status quo” arrange¬ 
ment, Jews are permitted 
to visit but not pray in the 
compound. While Netan¬ 
yahu says Israel is commit¬ 
ted to preserving the status 
quo, Palestinians point to 
a growing number of Jew¬ 
ish visitors, including Israeli 
officials, who seek prayer 
rights and an expanded 
presence on the mount 
as evidence of Israeli en¬ 
croachment. 

During the past month, 10 
Israelis have been killed by 
Palestinian assailants, most¬ 
ly in knife attacks, while at 
least 47 Palestinians have 
been killed by Israeli fire. 
Twenty-six of the Palestin¬ 
ians have been labeled by 
Israel as attackers, with the 
remainder killed in clashes 
between Israeli forces and 
Palestinian protesters. □ 


Syrian Kurds form new administration in semi-autonomous area

BEIRUT (AP) — Syria’s Kurds 
have expanded their semi- 
autonomous region in 
northern Syria, announcing 
Wednesday a new admin¬ 
istration in a majority Sunni- 
Arab town they seized from 
the Islamic State group this 
summer. 

The announcement falls 
short of declaring Tal Aby- 
ad a separate region, but 
prepares it for such a step 
if the current experiment is 
successful, said Kurdish of¬ 
ficial Omar Alloush, who is 


part of the umbrella group 
administering the Kurdish 
semi-autonomous region. 
Syria’s Kurds, the coun¬ 
try's largest ethnic minor¬ 
ity group long ostracized 
under the central govern¬ 
ment, declared a semi- 
autonomous administration 
in 2013 made up of three 
largely Kurdish regions, or 
cantons, in Afrin, Jazeera 
and Kobani. They refer to 
their overall autonomous 
region as Rojava, meaning 
“west" in Kurdish. 

The Arab majority town 
Tal Abyad was captured 


by the Kurdish fighters in 
June, expelling the Islamic 
State group. The expulsion 
dealt a major blow to the IS 
group's abilities, cutting off 
a vital supply line to its self- 
proclaimed capital, Raqqa 
and depriving it of a strate¬ 
gic avenue for cross-border 
smuggling. 

But many, including rights 
groups, accused the Kurds 
of displacing the town’s 
majority Arab population. 
The U.N. refugee agency 
at the time said the Kurd¬ 
ish advance caused the 
displacement of about 


23,000 people who fled the 
fighting to Turkey. Amnesty 
International accused the 
Kurdish authorities of inten¬ 
tionally displacing thou¬ 
sands of Arab residents 
later, some in retaliation 
for perceived support to IS 
— charges that the Kurds 
denied. 

Alloush said the new ad¬ 
ministration of Tal Abyad is 
largely made up of Arabs; 
the ruling council will con¬ 
sist of six Arabs, two Kurds 
and one Turkman. 

Tal Abyad will fall under 
the Kobani administrative 


region for now, but Alloush 
said if the experiment was 
successful, it could be¬ 
come its own fourth semi- 
autonomous region. 

“The importance of this 
step is that Tal Abyad has 
agreed to be part of the 
project of self-administra¬ 
tion, the political project in 
Rojava,” Alloush told The 
Associated Press. 

He said the area doesn’t 
yet qualify as a separate 
fourth region because it 
lacks the resources and 
an independent police 
force.Q

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 

Vatican on Wednesday 
denied Pope Francis is in 
ill health, saying his head 
is “absolutely perfect” af¬ 
ter an Italian newspaper 
reported he has a small, 
curable brain tumor. The 
Japanese brain cancer 
specialist identified in the 
report as having made the 
diagnosis denied having 
ever examined the pon¬ 
tiff. The Vatican spokes¬ 
man, the Rev. Federico 
Lombardi, said the report 
in the National Daily was 
“completely unfounded 
and seriously irresponsi¬ 
ble,” as well as “absolutely 
inexcusable and uncon¬ 
scionable." The Vatican 
newspaper suggested the 
timing of the publication 
smacked of an attempt 
to manipulate the out¬ 
come of a hotly contest¬ 
ed meeting on family is¬ 
sues at the Vatican. Citing 
unnamed nursing sources, 
the National Daily said 
the 78-year-old pope 
had been examined by 
a Japanese brain cancer 
specialist. Dr. Takanori Fu- 
kushima, who determined 
that the small dark spot 
on Francis’ brain was a tu¬ 
mor that could be treated 
without surgery. It said Fu- 
kushima had traveled to 
the Vatican from a clinic 
in Pisa to examine the 
pope. 

The ANSA news agency, 
citing unnamed sources 
in Pisa, said Fukushima 
traveled to the Vatican in 
January and diagnosed 
the pope then. 

In a statement issued late 
Wednesday by Duke Uni¬ 
versity in North Carolina, 
Fukushima said: “I have 
never medically exam¬ 
ined the pope. These sto¬ 


ries are completely false." 
Lombardi dismissed the 
reports to journalists 
Wednesday, issuing three 
separate and increasingly 
exasperated denials as 
the day wore on and after 
consulting with the pope 
himself, who appeared in 
fine form during his weekly 
general audience. 
Lombardi said no Japa¬ 
nese doctor had visited 
the pope, the pope had 
not traveled to Pisa for 
treatment, that no heli¬ 
copters had landed in the 
Vatican from the outside 
and that no tests as de¬ 
scribed in the newspaper 
had been performed on 
the pope. 

However, he didn’t spe¬ 
cifically deny that the 
pope had a brain tumor, 
issuing only specific deni¬ 
als about irrelevant details 
such as helicopter trips. 

“I can confirm that the 
pope is in good health,” 
Lombardi said. “If you 
were in the piazza this 
morning you would have 
seen that as well. And if 
you go on the trips with 
him, you know he has a 
small problem with his 
legs, but his head is abso¬ 
lutely perfect.” 

The newspaper's editor, 
Andrea Cangini, said he 
stood by the story. In an 
interview with The Asso¬ 
ciated Press, he said the 
newspaper worked for 
months to cross-check 
the information with vari¬ 
ous sources from different 
places, and that there 
was “not the minimum 
doubt" that it was true. 
Without going into de¬ 
tails about Francis' medi¬ 
cal chart, Cangini said 
the tumor is small, can be 
treated pharmacologi¬ 
cally and is in an area of 
the brain that isn’t difficult 
to work around. □

BREZICE, Slovenia (AP) — 

After too many days and 
nights stuck outside in the 
rain and cold, tempers are 
fraying among the tens of 
thousands of migrants try¬ 
ing to get through the Bal¬ 
kans to the heart of Europe. 
A fire at the main refugee 
camp on Slovenia's border 
with Croatia destroyed a 
dozen lime green army- 
issue tents Wednesday as 
scores of mostly young 
male migrants nearby 
chanted, “Let us go! Let us 
go!” While the government 
said it was still investigating 
the cause, police at the 
scene told The Associated 
Press that migrants had set 
a stack of UNHCR-supplied 
blankets deliberately on 
fire to protest conditions in 
the camp on the outskirts 
of Brezice. 

Many of those demand¬ 
ing to leave the Slovenian 
border town for Austria, 
Germany and other Eu¬ 
ropean Union nations to 


the north had waded the 
previous night through the 
Sutla River, which marks the 
border between Slovenia 
and Croatia, in frigid condi¬ 
tions made worse by their 
soaked clothes. Sometimes 
in the pitch dark, at other 
times aided by light from a 
police helicopter's search¬ 
light, more than 1,000 souls 
strode chest-deep into the 
muddy waters on the Croat 
side and struggled up the 
muddy embankment into 
Slovenia. 

Many migrants from the 
Middle East, Asia and Af¬ 
rica expressed bewilder¬ 
ment and disappointment 
because they had been 
told as they began their 
journeys in Turkey that the 
hard part would end once 
they reached EUcountries 
like Croatia and Slovenia. 
Many had expected other 
countries to permit them 
free passage to wealthier 
western countries, particu¬ 
larly Germany, that they 
hope to make home. 

“I am sorry for Europe," said 


Ari Omar, an Iraqi, who was 
resting in a Slovenian pas¬ 
ture a few hundred meters 
(yards) from the border 
with Croatia. “We did not 
think Europe is like this: no 
respect for refugees, not 
treating us with dignity. 
Why is Europe like this?” 
More than 21,500 people 
have crossed that frontier 
in the five days since Hun¬ 
gary — the previous fa¬ 
vored EUentry point for mi¬ 
grants crossing the Balkans 
— closed its borders with 
Croatia and forced the hu¬ 
man tide further west into 
Slovenia. This Alpine coun¬ 
try of barely 2 million says it 
cannot cope with the vol¬ 
ume of human traffic and is 
appealing for EU financial 
and security aid. Lawmak¬ 
ers passed an emergency 
bill permitting Slovenia’s 
military to operate more 
freely along the border, 
and more than 200 troops 
were deployed Wednes¬ 
day in armored personnel 
carriers at several crossing 
points and camps. Q 
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Xi inks nuclear power deal as UK seeks Chinese investment

LONDON (AP) — Britain 
will be China's “partner of 
choice” in the West, Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
declared Wednesday, 
as China demonstrated its 
commitment by putting 
down a 6 billion-pound 
($9.3 billion) stake in the 
U.K.'s first nuclear power 
plant since the 1980s. 
Chinese President Xi Jin¬ 
ping signed the nuclear 
agreement on the second 
day of a four-day visit that 
has seen the two countries 
agree more than 30 billion 
pounds ($46 billion) in busi¬ 
ness deals. 

Cameron said the “historic 
agreement” would create 
25,000 jobs and eventually 
provide power to 6 million 
homes. But the nuclear 
deal is a focal point for crit¬ 
ics who accuse Cameron 
of wooing the Chinese for 
trade deals while ignoring 
the country’s human rights 
record. 

At a joint news confer¬ 
ence at 10 Downing St., Xi 
said China “attaches great 
importance to the protec¬ 
tion of human rights.” 
“Looking around the world, 
there is always room for im¬ 
provement," he said. 
Cameron said a strong 
economic relationship 
could withstand frank dis¬ 
agreements on some other 
issues. “The stronger the 
relationship between our 
countries, the more we'll be 
able to have a serious dia¬ 
logue," Cameron said. “We 


may not always agree, but 
we can discuss issues open¬ 
ly and constructively." 

The nuclear deal will see 
the new Hinckley Point 
plant in southwest England 
built jointly by Electricite de 


France and China's state- 
owned China General Nu¬ 
clear Power Corporation. 
EDF said Wednesday that it 
would take a 66.5 percent 
share in the 18 billion-pound 
($28 billion) plant and CGN 
33.5 percent. The two firms 
also agreed to develop 
two further nuclear power 
stations in southeast Eng¬ 
land — one of which would 
be Chinese-designed and 


majority Chinese-owned. 
The deal must be approved 
by both companies' 
boards. EDF said it antici¬ 
pated a “final investment 
decision” within weeks. 
Some in Britain worry about 


letting an undemocratic 
emerging superpower with 
powerful espionage capa¬ 
bilities access to Britain's 
critical infrastructure. 

“It won’t be the physical se¬ 
curity that matters, but the 
cybersecurity,” said Alan 
Woodward, visiting profes¬ 
sor of computing at the 
University of Surrey. “We 
don’t want a foreign power 
being able to quite literally 


turn off the lights from some 
remote location.” 

Others questioned the 
economics of the nuclear 
agreement. The British gov¬ 
ernment agreed to under¬ 
write 2 billion pounds ($3.1 


billion) in Chinese financ¬ 
ing to secure the deal and 
has guaranteed the plant’s 
owners a minimum power 
price for 35 years. 

Xi has been welcomed with 
lavish ceremony on his visit, 
which began Tuesday with 
a day of pomp that includ¬ 
ed an address to Parlia¬ 
ment by Xi and a banquet 
at Buckingham Palace dur¬ 
ing which Kate, the Duch¬ 


ess of Cambridge, toasted 
the Chinese leader. 

Kate and her husband 
Prince William accompa¬ 
nied Xi again Wednesday 
at an event celebrating 
Britain’s creative and tech¬ 
nology industries. Xi viewed 
innovative examples of 
U.K.-Chinese collabora¬ 
tion, including low-emis¬ 
sion versions of a London 
black cab, a red London 
bus and James Bond’s fa¬ 
vored Aston Martin car — 
all due to be developed 
through deals between 
the two countries. He also 
met some members of the 
team behind hit British TV 
exports “Sherlock” and 
“Poldark,” and action star 
Jackie Chan. 

Not everyone in Britain has 
welcomed the govern¬ 
ment's charm offensive 
toward China. Xi's visit has 
drawn protests from human 
rights and pro-Tibet groups 
— though they have been 
outnumbered by Chinese 
flag-waving pro-Xi crowds. 
Steve Hilton, a former close 
adviser to Cameron, called 
the visit “one of the worst 
national humiliations we've 
seen." “I think that we have 
to be much tougher,” he 
told the BBC. 

“I think that we should con¬ 
sider sanctions onChina, 
not rolling out the red car¬ 
pet.” 

Opposition politicians and 
trade unionists also have 
urged Cameron to stand 
up to Xi over what they see 
as unfair Chinese commer¬ 
cial competitionO

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Spanish police raid Catalan party’s offices

MADRID (AP) — Spanish 
police arrested eight peo¬ 
ple in raids in Catalonia on 
Wednesday as part of a 
corruption and fraud inves¬ 
tigation involving the north¬ 
eastern region’s acting 
ruling party. A civil guard 
spokesman said the trea¬ 
surer of the Convergence 
party, Andreu Viloca, as 
well as the head of the re¬ 
gion's public works depart¬ 
ment and six business direc¬ 
tors were arrested Wednes¬ 
day. He said 23 offices, 
including Convergence's 


headquarters, were raid¬ 
ed. He spoke on condition 
of anonymity in keeping 
with police regulations. The 
investigation, which has 
been going on for several 
years, follows allegations 
by prosecutors that the 
party charged businesses 
commission in exchange 
for public works projects. 
Convergence is at the cen¬ 
ter of the region’s push for 
independence from Spain. 
The arrests came as Con¬ 
vergence party leader and 
acting regional govern¬ 
ment President Artur Mas 
signed an act permitting 


the formation on Oct. 26 of 
a new regional parliament 
following elections last 
month. “They won’t find 
anything because there is 
nothing illegal in those proj¬ 
ects,” Mas said of the raids. 
He said both he and his 
party were the “targets of 
a hunt” that was not unre¬ 
lated to the political situa¬ 
tion in Catalonia. 

Mas is under investigation 
for possible grave disobedi¬ 
ence for his role in staging 
a symbolic referendum on 
secession from Spain last 
year after the Constitution¬ 
al Court suspended it.Q

Argentines’ fear of change gives ruling party election boost

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — Nora Beatriz Diaz 
says her choice for presi¬ 
dent in Sunday’s election 
was essentially decided six 
years ago, when she was 
hired by a government jobs 
program. 

Now 55, the mother of two 
struggled for years to make 
ends meet. 

But through the “Argentina 
Works” program created 
by Cristina Fernandez’s 
government, Diaz got a job 
cleaning and doing light 
construction. 

“If I lose this job, I’ll go back 
to zero,” Diaz said of her 
$275-a-month salary. “This 
government has to stay in 
power.” 

That attitude helps explain 
why Fernandez hand¬ 
picked successor, Daniel 
Scioli, is leading in the polls 
despite the country's many 
hardships: rampant infla¬ 
tion, a stagnant economy 
and a battle with creditors 
that has made Argentina 
an international financial 
pariah. 

Diaz is among the estimat¬ 
ed 30 percent of voters 
who political analysts say 


form the core of Kirchner- 
ismo, the political move¬ 
ment of Fernandez and 
her late husband and pre¬ 
decessor, Nestor Kirchner. 
The couple’s supporters 
credit them with lifting the 
economy after a devastat¬ 
ing 2001-2002 financial crisis 
while also providing a life¬ 
line to the poor. 

Today, an estimated 15 mil¬ 
lion Argentines, or about 
35 percent of the popula¬ 
tion, receive some kind of 
direct financial assistance 
from the government, ac¬ 
cording to researchers at 
the Catholic University of 
Argentina. 

The programs are so popu¬ 
lar that leading opposition 
candidate Mauricio Macri, 
the mayor of Buenos Aires, 
felt compelled to tailor his 
campaign to take them 
into consideration. 

Macri initially ran a pro¬ 
market campaign, prom¬ 
ising to battle corruption 
and liberalize Argentina’s 
protectionist economy. 
But with his poll numbers 
sagging, Macri in recent 
months has talked about 
achieving “zero poverty" 
and promised to maintain 
and even increase some 


social spending. 

Scioli was leading in a half 
dozen private polls pub¬ 
lished over the past week, 
but the race is tight. 

In one poll, by Ricardo 
Rouvier and Associates, 
40.1 percent of respon¬ 
dents said they would 
vote for Scioli compared 
to 29.2 percent for Macri. 
Another 21.6 percent said 
they would vote for Sergio 
Massa, a former Fernandez 


loyalist who broke ranks to 
form his own party. The sur¬ 
vey interviewed 1,200 peo¬ 
ple by phone Oct. 2-15 and 
had a margin of error of 2.8 
percentage points. 

To win in the first round, 
a candidate must get at 
least 45 percent of the 
votes, or 40 percent and a 
10 percent spread over the 
nearest competitor. If not, 
there will be a runoff be¬ 
tween top two candidates

on Nov. 22. 

While the country’s econo¬ 
my is limping and inflation 
runs at about 30 percent, 
for Argentines, the refer¬ 
ence point for a worst- 
case scenario is the finan¬ 
cial meltdown of 2001 that 
plunged millions of mem¬ 
bers of the middle class 
into poverty.

Venezuela president vows to tighten price controls 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Venezuela President 
Nicolas Maduro is vowing 
to expand price controls in 
a bid to battle rampant in¬ 
flation. 

Maduro said Tuesday he 
will increase enforcement 
of rules that limit the profit 
retailers can make. He 
also said he would expand 
price controls to all goods 
and services, and said no 
profit margin should ex¬ 
ceed 30 percent. 


He did not provide details 
about how the new system 
would be put in place. 
Critics blame existing price 
controls for increasing 
shortages in the country, 
partly because many busi¬ 
nesses say they cannot 
cover costs without getting 
a government-subsidized 
exchange rate, and that 
can be hard to obtain at a 
time when falling oil prices 
have squeezed govern¬ 
ment revenues. 


The plummeting free mar¬ 
ket value of Venezuela’s 
currency, the bolivar, 
makes it hard to import 
goods independently. 
Prices are currently regulat¬ 
ed products ranging from 
pantry staples to Barbie 
dolls. Meanwhile, Venezu¬ 
ela’s socialist party-con- 
trolled Congress made a 
formal request on Wednes¬ 
day for an investigation into 
the head of the country’s 
largest private company. 


the food supplier Empresas 
Polar. 

Congress President Dios- 
dado Cabello released a 
recording last week of bil¬ 
lionaire Polar CEO Lorenzo 
Mendoza speaking with an 
economist on the phone 
about the possibility of an 
international bailout of 
Venezuela’s sinking econ¬ 
omy. 

Mendoza, who has often 
come in for attack from 
leading government offi¬ 


cials, suggested in the call 
that the International Mon¬ 
etary Fund could create 
an adjustment plan for the 
country. 

Mendoza has confirmed 
that the telephone con¬ 
versation was real, but de¬ 
nounced its secret record¬ 
ing and later distribution.

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Haiti officials to support peaceful election

— About a dozen top Hai¬ 
tian officials appeared on 
state television Wednes¬ 


day in an effort to reassure 
anxious voters that they will 
keep their promises of or¬ 
ganized, fair and peaceful 
elections this weekend. 

The prime minister, vari¬ 
ous Cabinet members, the 
police chief and the elec¬ 
tions director spoke on the 
national broadcast about 
preparations for Sunday 
elections that will see Hai¬ 
tians casting ballots for 
president. Parliament and 
local offices. 

Looking directly into a TV 
camera. Prime Minister 
Evans Paul told Haitians 


citizens that the weekend 
balloting will be held as 
scheduled and voters will 
be respected. 

“Everybody prepare to go 
vote, there will be elec¬ 


tions,” Paul said, adding 
that “a lot of money has 
been spent, a lot of ener¬ 
gy has gone into” getting 
ready for this year's three- 
round electoral cycle. 
Widespread delays and 
disorder troubled the first 
round of legislative elec¬ 
tions on Aug. 9. 

That balloting was billed 
as a crucial test of the 
country’s electoral system 
ahead of the first-round 
presidential vote this week¬ 
end. 

Numerous polling stations 
had to wait for ballots af¬ 


ter voting was supposed to 
start at dawn that day. 

In some districts, voters 
grew exasperated after 
being told they couldn’t 
vote because their names 


weren’t on official lists. 

And some voting centers 
were so badly married by 
violence and intimidation 
that balloting was can¬ 
celled in 25 districts, forc¬ 
ing authorities to schedule 
a new vote for those areas. 
But about 2 14 months later, 
Pierre Louis Opont, 
head of the country’s Pro¬ 
visional Electoral Council, 
says authorities have iden¬ 
tified the weak spots, fired 
three staffers, and there will 
be no organizational disar¬ 
ray for Sunday’s balloting. 
“We are sure that secu¬ 


rity will be in place so that 
everybody can come out 
and vote in peace," Opont 
asserted, adding that he’s 
confident that all of coun¬ 
try's roughly 13,700 voting 
centers will be open at 6 
a.m. sharp as scheduled. 
When a Haitian journal¬ 
ist asked him about the 
chronic allegation of bi¬ 
ased tallies at tabulation 
centers and an overall lack 
of transparency, 

Opont said the elector¬ 
al council would put out 
a statement about their 
“methods” of tallying votes 
at some point after the 
Oct. 25 contest. 

Calm and transparent 
elections are a tall order 
in Haiti and many Haitians 
are skeptical of the fairness 
of the electoral process, 
given the country’s recent 
history of tumultuous or just 
plain messy votes. 

The Provisional Electoral 
Council has repeatedly 
been criticized for votes 
plagued by disorganiza¬ 
tion, ballot irregularities and 
fraud allegations. 

In 2006, a former electoral 
council chief was forced 
to flee the country after he 
was accused of trying to 
manipulate results and at¬ 
tackers looted and burned 
his farmhouse. 

But Haitian citizens like Der- 
osier Amos, 

a university student in agri¬ 
cultural science, 
said voters are determined 
to make their voices heard 
Sunday. 

“I’m going to vote no mat¬ 
ter what because I think 
it is my responsibility as a 
citizen," he said outside his 
Port-au-Prince school. □ 



Cuba launches 
shark protection 
plan produced 
with US group

HAVANA (AP) — Cuba an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that 
it is launching a long-term 
plan to preserve its sharks 
in cooperation with a U.S. 
environmental group, part 
of a rapidly accelerating 
partnership between the 
two countries aimed at 
preserving their shared wa¬ 
ters in the Gulf of Mexico 
and Florida Straits. 

Nearly a year after Presi¬ 
dents Barack Obama and 
Raul Castro announced 
that they would end a half- 
century of official hostility 
and start moving toward 
normalization, the most vis¬ 
ible progress has been in 
the realm of environmental 
protection. The shark plan 
announced by Cuba after 
two years of work with the 
U.S -based Environmen¬ 
tal Defense Fund commits 
Cuba to recording shark 
catches by fishing vessels 
and eventually implement¬ 
ing stricter rules that would 
limit shark fishing and pro¬ 
tect shark nurseries. 
Secretary of State John 
Kerry announced in Val¬ 
paraiso, Chile this month 
that the U.S. and Cuba 
were signing an accord to 
work together on protect¬ 
ing marine preservation 
areas in far western Cuba 
located a relatively short 
distance from Texas and 
Florida across the Gulf of 
Mexico and Florida Straits. 
In April, a research vessel 
operated by the U.S. Na¬ 
tional Oceanic and Atmo¬ 
spheric Administration car¬ 
ried marine scientists from 
Cuba and other countries 
on a research cruise aimed 
at gathering information 
about the spawning of 
blue-fin tuna, a commer¬ 
cially valuable and highly 
threatened species. 

“That voyage opens the 
possibility of deeper rela¬ 
tions in the future," said 
Julio Baisre, a marine sci¬ 
entist and vice-director for 
science of the Cuban Na¬ 
tional Aquarium. “We’re 
hopeful, we’re open to it. I 
think there are many ways 
in which we can work to¬ 
gether.” □ 


Guyana reports ‘troubling’ level of child labor 


GEORGETOWN, Guyana 
(AP) — A government sur¬ 
vey found a “troubling” 
amount of child labor in 
Guyana, with minors en¬ 
gaged in prostitution and 
children as young as five 
working on farms around 
dangerous chemicals, 
the Ministry of Social Pro¬ 
tection said Wednesday. 
The study, based on a sur¬ 
vey of 532 children and 
young workers, found many 
children engaged in sell¬ 


ing produce in the streets 
and working in agriculture. 
It determined that kids “of 
all ages” are involved in 
prostitution, according to 
a summary released by the 
ministry. 

“While the findings of the 
survey are troubling, the 
Government of Guyana, 
through the Ministry of So¬ 
cial Protection, will take 
urgent steps to address this 
problem, 

since we are aware of the 


debilitating effects of child 
labor,” it said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The ministry said it would 
create a special unit aimed 
at eradicating child labor, 
improve enforcement of 
existing laws by providing 
more money for enforce¬ 
ment and remove working 
children from the streets 
and ensure they go to 
school. 

The survey was conducted 
in the capital, Georgetown, 


and in the countryside in 
2011 with the International 
Labor Organization. 

An annual report on child 
labor released by the U.S. 
Department of Labor found 
that Guyana has made 
“moderate advancement” 
toward eliminating child la¬ 
bor but noted the govern¬ 
ment had not released the 
results of the 2011 survey, 
a fact noted by the ministry 
as it released the informa¬ 
tion on Wednesday .□

The pounding waves 
washed the trash up and 
down, back and forth. 

Tons of polished, broken 
glass pieces were created 
by the pounding surf. 

These smoothened, col¬ 
ored glass particles then 
settled along the sea shore 
in millions, and that is why 
you can find these beauti¬ 
ful and colorful pieces on 
the north shore beaches 
of Aruba. Especially on 
the strip on white sand be¬ 
tween the famous Natural 
Bridge” and the huge red 
anchor close to “Grape- 
field" beach you will be 
able to find your own piec¬ 
es of sea glass.

The name for any piece 
of glass that finds its way 
to the ocean and tumbles 
around in the water long 
enough is “Sea glass. 




The colorful pieces of glass 
are being used for decora¬ 
tion, handcrafts and jew¬ 
elry! 

Once glass makes its way 
into the ocean, the glass is 
broken up into shards and is 
tumbled around in the wa¬ 
ter, where sand and other 
rocks act like sandpaper to 
smooth out its rough edges. 
Sometimes as the sea glass 
is passed through fire, it be¬ 
comes fire glass, the rarest 
of sea glass with certain 
inclusions, just like precious 
gems.For years, the wa¬ 
ter beat against the dif¬ 
ferent kinds of trash being 
dumped.

Patriots’ Brady 
says he wants 
to play ‘10 
more years’

FLORHAM PARK, New Jer¬ 
sey (AP) — New England 
Patriots quarterback Tom 
Brady says he has no plans 
to retire any time soon and 
hopes to play another 10 
years. 

“I’d like to play a long time, 
yeah, a long time," Brady 
said during a conference 
call with New York Jets re¬ 
porters Wednesday. 
“There’s a lot that goes into 
playing well. I’ve played 
with a lot of great team¬ 
mates, but I want to play 
for a long time. Maybe 10 
more years.

When asked if he was be¬ 
ing serious about playing 
another decade, Brady 
insisted that is definitely his 
plan.

Bills coach Rex Ryan said 
Wednesday.

We got 
to get better.” 

The Bills will face the Jack¬ 
sonville Jaguars (1-5) on 
Sunday at Wembley Stadi¬ 
um in the second of three 
regular-season NFL games 
in London this year. The 
Jaguars are 0-2 at Wem¬ 
bley, while the Bills will be 
making their first appear¬ 
ance in Britain.

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Estrada leads Blue Jays over Royals 7-1

TORONTO (AP) - Marco 
Estrada came up with a 
superb start in the most 
important outing of his ca¬ 
reer, stopping the Royals’ 
hit parade and helping the 
Toronto Blue Jays send the 
AL Championship Series 
back to Kansas City. 
Estrada pitched one-hit 
ball into the eighth inning, 
giving Toronto’s tattered 
bullpen a rest, and the 
Blue Jays beat the Royals 
7-1 Wednesday to close 
to 3-2 in the best-of-seven 
matchup. 

“It’s the start that we need¬ 
ed,” Troy Tulowitzki said. 
“They’re a great team 
over there. We know that. 
But this guy kept them off 
balance and allowed the 
offense to settle in and get 
some runs.” 

Tulowitzki provided three of 
those runs. He broke open 
with a bases-clearing dou¬ 
ble off Kelvin Herrera in the 
sixth, giving him seven RBIs 
in the series. 

Edwin Encarnacion had 
walked with the bases 
loaded against Edinson 
Volquez, who seemed flus¬ 
tered by close calls against 
the Royals. 

Kansas City had 30 hits in 
the first two games in Toron¬ 
to, but Estrada faced the 
minimum 20 batters before 
Lorenzo Cain walked with 
two outs in the seventh. 
Closer Roberto Osuna was 
perfect in the ninth. 
Yordano Ventura will 
start for the defending 
AL champions on Friday 
in Game 6 against David 
Price, the Game 2 loser. 
Estrada, a 32-year-old tree- 
agent to be, enabled his 
bullpen to rest, a day after 
Kansas City romped 14-2 in 
a game that saw infielder 
Cliff Pennington pitch in 
the ninth. 

“This time around I had a 
better fastball command,” 
said Estrada, who gave up 
three runs in the opener. 
“That was the key to this 
game.” 

Toronto is trying to be¬ 
come just the 13th team 
to rally and win among 80 
who trailed 3-1 in best-of- 
seven postseason series. It 
has happened four of 17 


times in the LCS, including 
when the Royals bounced 
back against the Blue Jays 
in 1985 en route to Kansas 
City's only World Series title. 
In this year's best-of-five Di¬ 
vision Series, 

Toronto fell behind 0-2, then 
won three straight against 
Texas. 

Before 49,325 roaring fans, 
Chris Colabello’s solo hom¬ 
er into the left-field seats in 
the second gave Estrada 
a lead. It was the only mis¬ 
take by Volquez, the Game 
1 winner,. 

Estrada didn’t make a mis- 
cue until Salvador Perez 
homered with two outs in 
the eighth. Estrada retired 
his first nine batters, end¬ 
ing at four Escobar's record 
streak of leading off playoff 
games with hits. 


Escobar, who entered 9 for 
15 (.600), got Kansas City’s 
first hit when he opened 
the fourth with a ground 
single past a diving Tulow¬ 
itzki at shortstop. 

Zobrist promptly grounded 
into a double play to sec¬ 
ond baseman Ryan Goins. 
“He was really good to¬ 
day,” Escobar said.

He then walked Jose Bau¬ 
tista in a 10-pitch at-bat 
on a knuckle curve that 
looked to get a piece of 
the plate. 

“I thought the pitch to Bau¬ 
tista was definitely a strike,” 
Royals manager Ned Yost 
said. 

Yost shouted from the dug- 
out for Perez to appeal to 
first base on ball four, think¬ 
ing Bautista may have 
swung. But it was too loud 
in the closed-roof stadium 
for Perez to hear. 

“We were trying to get their 
attention to get him to ap¬ 


peal it,” Yost said. “I don’t 
know if he was arguing the 
pitch, I don't know what he 
was talking about." 
Encarnacion walked on 
another pitch that upset 
Volquez and Yost. Volquez 
turned his back to plate 
umpire Dan lassogna as 
Revere jogged home for a 
2-0 lead.

Jaguars taking different approach to annual London trip

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (AP) — 

The Jacksonville Jaguars 
have approached their 
annual trip to London sev¬ 
eral different ways. 

They traveled early in the 
week following a home 
game. They flew across the 
pond after a road game. 
This week, they will arrive 
three days before playing 
Buffalo (3-3). 

Although the details have 
varied from year to year, 
the Jaguars (1-5) believe 
they have a much bet¬ 
ter grasp on the irregu¬ 
lar routine of being 4,200 
miles from home. And they 
would like to finally benefit 
from it. 

Jacksonville lost its first two 
games at Wembley Sta¬ 
dium by a combined score 
of 73-27. 

“The last couple times it 
was straight massacres 
out there,” veteran tight 
end Marcedes Lewis said 
Wednesday. “So we're 
trying to change that 
around.” 

The Jaguars, who have lost 
four in a row, believe mak¬ 
ing the overseas trek the 
last two years will eliminate 
any potential for players 
and coaches to be shell¬ 
shocked or awe-struck by 
London. 


“It's a great city, but the 
reason we're going over 
there is to play a football 
game at our highest level,” 
linebacker Paul Posluszny 
said. “We can experience 
the city when we get a 
minute, but we need to 
make sure it doesn’t affect 
anything work related.” 
Jaguars owner Shad Khan 


said last month he expects 
to play annually in London 
at least until 2030. The NFL 
has an announcement 
scheduled for Thursday af¬ 
ternoon, and it could be for 
a long-term deal that will 
have Jacksonville playing 
one home game annually 
in London for the foresee¬ 
able future. 


The Jaguars clearly want 
to be London's team. But 
they also want to make 
playing there as much of a 
home-field advantage as 
possible. 

“We know we’re going to 
go there every year, so let's 
take advantage of this," 
Posluszny said. “It’s impor¬ 
tant for our organization, so 
let's do the job on the field 
and make it that way." 
Khan calls playing in Lon¬ 
don the “No. 1 element to 
stabilizing” the small-mar¬ 
ket franchise. The annual 
trip, one of Jacksonville’s 
10 home games, including 
exhibitions, accounts for 15 
percent of the team’s local 
revenue. So there are rea¬ 
sons for the trip. 

The Jaguars just need to 
find the best way to make 
it successful. They arrived 
two years back on a Mon¬ 
day, spent an entire week 
getting acclimated and 
lost 42-10 to San Francisco. 
Of course, that team had 
about as much talent as an 
expansion franchise and 
probably would have lost 
to the 49ers on any field on 
the planet. 

Last year, they flew from 
Cincinnati to London hours 
after losing to the Bengals 
on Sunday. They were in 
London an extra day be¬ 
fore the game, but it didn’t 
matter: Dallas beat Jack¬ 


sonville 31-17. Once again, 
it was a matchup of an 
eventual division winner 
and a rebuilding team. 

This time around, the Jag¬ 
uars are treating it much 
more like a West Coast trip. 
They’re leaving after prac¬ 
tice Thursday and will ar¬ 
rive Friday morning. They’ll 
check into the hotel and 
then get on the field for 
some light jogging. 

The team has mandated 
that players sleep during 
the eight-hour flight, even 
offering sleeping pills and 
suggesting eye shades and 
noise-canceling head¬ 
phones. But the Jags won’t 
know if the adjusted sched¬ 
ule makes a difference un¬ 
til Sunday. 

“I've tried it many differ¬ 
ent ways,” said defensive 
tackle Roy Miller, who will 
be playing his fifth game 
in London. “I’m kind of ex¬ 
cited we get to stay here 
and go through our routine 
and just go there later in 
the week. When you get 
there early, you kind of get 
caught up in wanting to do 
a lot of things. For younger 
guys, that might take some 
focus away. Everybody 
wants to get around and 
see different things. 

“We feel like we’ve been 
there before enough times 
that we know what we 
need to do.”Q

Cavaliers, Thompson reach 
agreement on long-term contract

CLEVELAND (AP) - Already 
an elite rebounder, Tristan 
Thompson snatched a 
long-term contract from 


the Cavaliers. 

The restricted tree-agent 
forward has agreed in prin¬ 
ciple with the defending 
Eastern Conference cham¬ 
pions on a five-year, $82 


million contract, ending 
his holdout and giving the 
Cavs needed frontcourt 
depth as they enter a new 
season. 

The team confirmed 
Wednesday night that 
it had a verbal agree¬ 
ment with Thompson, who 
helped the Cavs get to the 
NBA Finals last season by 
filling in for an injured Kevin 
Love. 

Thompson had been seek¬ 
ing a maximum deal, while 
the Cavs made it known 
they valued the former No. 
4 overall pick, but weren’t 
going to overpay for a re¬ 
serve 

The sides had been in an 
awkward stalemate, which 


threatened to carry over 
into the regular season. 
However agent Rich Paul, 
who also represents star 
LeBron James, and Cleve¬ 
land's front office were 
able to come to terms less 
than a week before the 
opener at Chicago. 

There’s a chance the deal 
will be finalized Thursday 
and Thompson can begin 
practicing. 

When Thompson declined 
to sign a one-year, $6.9 mil¬ 
lion qualifying offer from 
the team last month, it ap¬ 
peared he might be willing 
to sit out part of the regular 
season. James had called 
Thompson's holdout a “dis¬ 
traction” and the impasse 


over the contract threat¬ 
ened to sidetrack the Cavs 
from getting back to the 
Finals. 

But now Thompson will 
back up Love and provide 
his usual energy for Cleve¬ 
land's second unit. 
Thompson came through in 
the playoffs after Love dis¬ 
located his left shoulder in 
the first round. The affable 
24-year-old averaged 9.6 
points and 10.8 rebounds in 
the postseason. 

He averaged 8.5 points 
and 8.0 rebounds in the 
regular season. 

Cleveland chose Thomp¬ 
son three selections after 
drafting Kyrie Irving with the 
first overall pick in 2011 .□

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 

John Tortorella hoisted 
a Stanley Cup in Tampa 
Bay and led the New York 
Rangers to the verge of a 
championship berth. 

At woebegone Colum¬ 
bus, the Blue Jackets have 
a more modest goal for 
the veteran coach: Win a 
game. 

Tortorella is back coach¬ 
ing in the NHL after the Blue 
Jackets fired Todd Richards 
on Wednesday with the 
team off to an 0-7-0 start. 
“He's proven he's a good 
coach," said center Bran¬ 
don Dubinsky, who played 
for Tortorella with the Rang¬ 
ers from 2008-12. “He’s go¬ 
ing to help our group. Un¬ 
fortunately, it’s going to be 
at the expense of a great 
person and a great coach 
(but) we got another one. 
We’ve got to step up for 
him.” 

Tortorella, who won the 
Stanley Cup with the Tam¬ 
pa Bay Lightning in 2004, 
has been out of hockey 
since the Canucks fired him 
in May 2014 after one sea¬ 
son in Vancouver. He takes 
over for Richards, who had 
been with the Blue Jackets 
since 2012 and led them to 
only their second NHL play¬ 
off appearance in 2013- 
14, when they lost to the 
Pittsburgh Penguins in the 
opening round. 

“One of the problems right 


now is expectations,” Tor¬ 
torella said. “Expectations 
that weren’t there last year 
with this club.” 

Columbus is just the sixth 
NHL team to open with 
seven consecutive losses 
after a 4-0 defeat against 
the New York Islanders 
on Tuesday night. It's the 
Blue Jackets’ worst start in 
franchise history, and their 
longest losing streak since 
dropping seven straight in 
regulation from Nov. 11-25, 
2005. “It was a tough start,” 
right wing Jared Boll said. 
“Everything kept snow¬ 
balling and losses kept pil¬ 
ing up. It’s still only seven 
games. We’ve got a lot of 
hockey. We can’t hang our 
heads and feel sorry for our¬ 
selves and make excuses.” 
That’s not the type of start 
that was expected from a 
team that restocked its ros¬ 
ter this summer after closing 
last season on 16-2-1 run. 
“We’re not responding the 
right way," general manag¬ 
er Jarmo Kekalainen said. 
“By no means does this let 
anyone off the hook." 
Tortorella signed a three- 
year contract and will 
make his debut Thursday 
when Columbus visits Min¬ 
nesota. The Blue Jackets 
play seven of their next 
eight games on the road. 
Tortorella said he wanted 
to learn as much as he 
could about his struggling 
team. 

“I need to listen,” he said. “I 


want the players to speak 
to the staff just to find ouf 
where fhey’re at." 

With a 446-375-115 re¬ 
cord over 14 seasons, the 
57-year-old Tortorella is the 
NHL’s winningest U.S.-born 
coach. Tortorella coached 
Tampa Bay for seven sea¬ 
sons — compiling a mark of 
239-222-36-38 and earning 
the Jack Adams Award as 
NHL coach of fhe year in 
fhe championship 2003-04 
season. 

Dubinsky, who butted 
heads with Tortorella at 
times in New York, said he 
now appreciates how the 
coach elevated his game. 
“He got things out of me I 
didn't know I had,” Dubin¬ 
sky said. “He’s helped my 
career and I anticipate 
he's going to help me ca¬ 
reer and help a lot of guys 
here, especially with the 
amount of young guys we 
have here." 

For his part Tortorella said 
Dubinsky was the first play¬ 
er he talked to when he ar¬ 
rived at Nationwide Arena 
on Wednesday. 

“I need to lean on him,” 
Tortorella said. “He’s part 
of that heartbeat of the 
club. He needs to be a 
conduit between the play¬ 
ers and the coaching staff 
until I get to know the other 
guys.” Tortorella is suddenly 
in demand after his year 
off. Last month, he was 
hired by USA Hockey to 
coach the American team 
competing in the NHL’s 
World Cup of Hockey tour¬ 
nament next year. 
Tortorella acknowledged 
spending the past year 
soul-searching to deter¬ 
mine what he might have 
done differently in Van¬ 
couver. It was a season in 
which a second-half col¬ 
lapse led to the Canucks 
missing the playoffs three 
years after reaching the 
Stanley Cup final. 

“I have searched and 
looked at situations of whaf 
I could’ve done a better 
job there, and I do have 
some answers with that," 
he said.

ARLINGTON, Va. (AP) — 

Self-driving cars faced 
what might be their ulti¬ 
mate test Monday: 1-95 in 
northern Virginia. 

The Virginia Tech Trans¬ 
portation Institute demon¬ 
strated its automated ve¬ 
hicle technology Monday 
on the 1-95 Express Lanes, 
a stretch of asphalt on 
the notorious 1-95 corridor 
that connects the traffic- 
choked suburbs of north¬ 
ern Virginia to the nation’s 
capital. Officials at the in¬ 
stitute and an administra¬ 
tor at the U.S. Department 
of Transportation said they 
believe it's the first time 
that driverless technolo¬ 
gy this advanced has been 
tested on an actual high¬ 
way, though they acknowl¬ 
edged that research in the 
field is evolving quickly and 
not always easily tracked. 
And the demonstration it¬ 
self was highly controlled: It 
occurred at midday, when 
the Express Lanes were oth¬ 
erwise empty, as they were 
in the midst of the reversal 
process from northbound 
for the morning rush hour to 
southbound for the after¬ 
noon rush. 

The specially modified Ca¬ 
dillac SRX wasn't driverless. 
Virginia law requires a driv¬ 
er behind the wheel, and 
the technology still requires 
a driver to be ready to take 
over if necessary. 

But the self-driving car han¬ 
dled lane changes on its 
own and adjusted speeds 
to account for simulated 
traffic and construction 
zones. 

Sen. Mark Warner, D-Virgin- 
ia, participated as a pas¬ 
senger. His eyes widened 


when the car slowed on its 
own as the lead vehicle in 
the caravan hit its brakes. 
They widened again when 
the car shifted lanes with 
the driver's hands off the 
wheel to make way for a 
police vehicle with its sirens 
wailing as part of the simu¬ 
lation. 

Afterward, Warner admit¬ 
ted to a brief “moment 
of terror" at the abrupt 
changes, but predicted 
that thetechnology is 
poised to take off. 

“This is the next big, great, 
disruptive technology,” 
said Warner, who made his 
fortune decades ago as 
a ground-floor investor in 
mobile phones and helped 


found what became Nex- 
tel. Warner said the similari¬ 
ties between automated 
vehicle technology and 
the wireless industry three 
decades ago are striking. 
The test conducted Mon¬ 
day by VTTI involved what 
is known as Level 3 auto¬ 
mated technology, sort 
of a midpoint between 
fully automated technol¬ 
ogy and no automation. 
VTTI spokeswoman Mindy 
Buchanan-King said Mon¬ 
day’s test went beyond 
some of the other technol¬ 
ogy entering the market¬ 
place because it allowed 
drivers to not only take their 
hands off the wheel and 
their foot off the pedals but 


also let them take their eyes 
off the road for extended 
periods. 

Technology debuted last 
week by Tesla, for instance, 
allows for automated lane 
changes and braking, but 
comes with a warning for 
the driver to continue pay¬ 
ing close attention and 
keep hands on the wheel. 
The Virginia Tech technol¬ 
ogy contains some unique 
features, automatically 
shifting lanes to the right 
during the simulation when 
a state police trooper ap¬ 
proached with sirens wail¬ 
ing. And the Cadillac au¬ 
tomatically slowed as it 
approached a simulated 
work zone and traffic stop. 


David Taylor, an electron¬ 
ics technician with VTTI, 
said the test went largely as 
planned. At one point dur¬ 
ing a lane shift the car over¬ 
shifted slightly, veering to 
the far right side of the right 
hand lane, prompting the 
driver to grab the wheel 
and take control, but oth¬ 
erwise it went smoothly, 
Taylor said. 

The institute's director, 
Tom Dingus, said VTTI has 
no plans to market or sell 
its technology. Instead, it 
serves as a research tool for 
automakers, the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Transportation 
and others to help them 
study and develop their 
own products.Q

For Fiat-Chrysler (the com¬ 
panies joined last year), 
the IPO raises needed cash 
and also helps pare debt 
at the world’s seventh larg¬ 
est automaker, which has 
ambitious plans to expand 
its Alfa Romeo brand and 
other higher-margin luxury 
cars like Maserati. 

There were questions, how¬ 
ever, about how becom¬ 
ing a public company 
might affect such an icon¬ 
ic brand. 

IHS Automotive, the con¬ 
sulting firm, said some fil¬ 
ings suggest Ferrari might 
boost production from be¬ 
tween 7,000 and 8,000 cars 
per year, to 9,000 by 2019. 
IHS acknowledged that it 
did not know if the com¬ 
pany would devote any 
new production to higher- 
end models that cost well 
in excess of $200,000 which 
already exceed demand 
or, like in the late 1960s and 
early 1970s, it would again 
start making lower-priced 
models to put the Ferrari 
within reach of more peo¬ 
ple. 

“Whatever the strategy 
it chooses to enact, it will 
be keen to maintain the 
combination of mystique 
and profit-generating abil¬ 
ity of this business," said Ian 
Fletcher, an IHS analyst. 

In an interview with CNBC 
from the floor of the NYSE, 
Sergio Marchionne, CEO 
of Fiat Chrysler Automo¬ 
biles and chairman of 
Ferrari, said he would not

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Coco-Cola’s profit hit by strong dollar and repositioning

NEW YORK (AP) — Coco- 
Cola's profit fell in the third 
quarter as the world’s big¬ 
gest drink maker booked 
charges related to its push 
to slash costs and reposition 
its business. The strong dol¬ 
lar also ate into its results. 
The maker of Sprite, Fan- 
ta and Dasani water said 
Wednesday that global 
sales volume rose 3 per¬ 
cent in the period. That 
reflected a 6 percent in¬ 


crease in non-carbonated 
drinks, which Coke refers to 
as “still" beverages, and a 

2 percent increase in spar¬ 
kling” drinks, which primar¬ 
ily refers to sodas. 

In North America, soda 
volume declined again, 
as Diet Coke fell 9.5 per¬ 
cent and regular Coke fell 

3 percent. For years now, 
people in the U.S. have 
been moving away from 
sugary sodas, which have 
been blamed for fueling 
obesity rates and related 


ills like diabetes. But more 
recently, diet sodas have 
been falling at a steeper 
rate, a trend Coke blames 
on concerns people have 
about the safety of artificial 
sweeteners. 

Kathy Waller, Coke’s chief 
financial officer, said in a 
phone interview the com¬ 
pany is trying to figure out 
how much of the declines 
in diet sodas for North 
America are being driven 
by the shift to smaller cans 
and bottles. Coke has been 


marketing the more petite 
sizes more aggressively as 
part of a push to position its 
drinks as more premium of¬ 
ferings. The idea is to push 
up sales, while accom¬ 
modating people’s desire 
to drink less soda. In the 
meantime, Coke’s drop 
in soda volume for North 
America was offset by a 7 
percent increase in non- 
carbonated drinks. Bottled 
waters and sports drinks 
each rose 10 percent in the 
quarter. Waller said. 


Soda is still Coke's big¬ 
gest business, and account¬ 
ed for nearly three-quarters 
of its global sales volume 
last year. But its growth is 
coming mostly from non- 
carbonated drinks. 

Earlier this month, PepsiCo 
CEO Indra Nooyi also not¬ 
ed in a call with investors 
that growth in the bever¬ 
age industry is being driven 
by non-carbonated drinks.

The Detroit automaker's 
net income slipped 1.4 per¬ 
cent from a year ago, but 


still was $1.36 billion, or 84 
cents per share. That com¬ 
pares with $1.38 billion, or 
81 cents per share, a year 
ago. 

Without the recall costs, 
GM would have made a 
$1.50 per share, soundly 
beating Wall Street expec¬ 
tations. Analysts polled by 
FactSet expected $1.18 
per share. 

The company posted a 
record $3.3 billion pretax 
profit in North America 
largely on high-profit truck 
and SUV sales, more than 
offsetting a small decline 
in China and a loss in South 
America. 

The news pushed GM 
shares up $2.29, or 6.8 per¬ 
cent, to $35.77 in afternoon 
trading Wednesday. 

Chief Financial Officer 
Chuck Stevens said the 
GM’s North American profit 
margin, the percent of rev¬ 
enue it gets to keep, hit a 
record 11.8 percent for the 
quarter. The company had 
set a goal of 10 percent 


North American margins by 
next year, but Stevens said 
GM will achieve the target 
in 2015, a year early. 
Revenue from July through 
September fell 1 percent to 
$38.8 billion, but still beat 
analysts’ forecasts. Almost 
three quarters of GM's 
revenue came from North 
America. 

In China, GM reported pre¬ 
tax income of $463 million, 
down 4 percent from a 
year ago, but profit margins 
rose from 9.6 percent to 9.8 
percent because the com¬ 
pany sold more expensive 
Cadillacs and SUVs. “China 
has not fallen off the cliff as 
everyone had expected,” 
Stevens said. 

South America, though, is 
still the big trouble spot for 
GM and other companies. 
The company lost $217 mil¬ 
lion in the region, almost 
seven times the loss from a 
year ago, and Stevens said 
there isn't an end in sight to 
economic troubles there. 
□ 


Faster production of jets pushes up Boeing’s 3Q profits

NEW YORK (AP) — Faster 
production of commercial 
jets continues to drive prof¬ 
its at the Boeing Co., which 
saw earnings jump 25 per¬ 
cent in the third quarter. It 
also raised its earnings out¬ 
look for the year. 

The Chicago-based com¬ 
pany on Wednesday post¬ 
ed a $1.7 billion net profit, 
up from $1.36 billion during 
the same period last year. 
Boeing said it earned $2.47 


per share. Earnings exclud¬ 
ing certain pension ex¬ 
penses came to $2.52 per 
share. The results topped 
Wall Street expectations. 
The average estimate of 
nine analysts surveyed by 
Zacks Investment Research 
was for earnings of $2.22 
per share. 

Commercial jet manufac¬ 
turing is playing a larger 
and larger role at Boeing, 
also known for its military 
and space programs. Pay¬ 
ments from the delivery 


of new jets to airlines ac¬ 
counted for 68 percent 
of Boeing’s $25.85 billion 
in revenue. That also beat 
Wall Street’s estimates; an¬ 
alysts surveyed by Zacks ex¬ 
pected $24.74 billion. 

In July, August and Sep¬ 
tember, the aerospace 
company delivered 199 
commercial jets, up from 
186 during the same quar¬ 
ter last year. And more of 
those jets are expensive 
wide-bodies, such as the 
787 Dreamliner. During 


this quarter last year, 31 
Dreamliners were delivered 
to airlines; this year Boeing 
delivered 37. 

The challenge now for 
Boeing is to bring down 
the production cost of the 
long-delayed Dreamliner 
so it can bring in more cash 
and maybe, someday, 
breakeven on the plane 
whose development costs 
ran over budget. 

The company raised its 
outlook for the year by 5 
cents a share. Boeing now 


expects full year earnings 
to be between $7.65 and 
$7.85 a share. Boeing still 
has a record backlog of 
new jet orders: nearly 5,700 
valued at $426 billion. How¬ 
ever, lower fuel prices, a 
slowing global economy 
and the possible end of 
cheap interest rates has 
led some analysts to ques¬ 
tion how much longer this 
new plane buying spree 
will continue and if some of 
those orders won’t eventu¬ 
ally be deliveredO

WASHINGTON (AP) — This 
past September was the 
hottest ever worldwide — 
the seventh monthly re¬ 
cord set this year. 

The U.S. National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Adminis¬ 
tration calculated a global 
temperature for Septem¬ 
ber of 60.62 degrees (15.9 
degrees Celsius), beating 
the record set in 2014.

cords, tying 1998 for the 
most monthly heat records 
broken. This year, only Jan¬ 
uary and April did not sur¬ 
pass records going back 
to 1880. Climate scientists 
blame man-made global 
warming and El Nino. 

This is has been the hot¬ 
test first nine months of any 
year. NOAA climate sci¬ 
entist Jessica Blunden said 
it would take a highly un¬ 
likely cold stretch the rest 
of the year for 2015 not to 
pass 2014 as the hottest on 
record. □ 


Previous studies have sug¬ 
gested southern China, the 
Middle East, Siberia and 
Europe as the place where 
our first domesticated ani¬ 
mal arose from wolves at 
least 15,000 years ago. 

For the new work, Adam 
Boyko of Cornell University 
and others analyzed DNA 
from 549 dogs that repre¬ 
sented 38 countries in Af¬ 
rica, the Americas, Asia, 
Europe, India, the Middle 
East and islands north and 
east of Australia. The ani¬ 
mals weren't house pets, 
but rather “village dogs” 
that wandered freely in the 
streets or fields. 

The researchers exam¬ 
ined the DNA for signals of 
where the dogs had the 


most ancient roots. That 
pointed to Central Asia. 
The analysis did not tackle 
the contentious question of 
when dogs appeared. 
Results were reported in a 
paper released Monday 
by the journal Proceedings 
of the National Academy 
ofSciences. Even Boyko 
doesn’t think the work will 
end the debate among sci¬ 
entists. “I’m not pretending 
my study alone is enough 
to rally the community to¬ 
gether,” he said. 

He’s right. Robert Wayne of 
the University of California, 
Los Angeles, who proposed 
a European origin for dogs 
in 2013 based on analysis of 
ancient DNA, said he didn’t 
buy the conclusion about 


Central Asia. In an email, 
he questioned Boyko’s use 
of modern-day genetic 
material as a guide to the 
distant past. 

Another expert, Greger 
Larson of Oxford University, 
called the paper “a major 
step forward” but said he 
also suspected that mod¬ 
ern DNA isn’t the way to 
go. Now that Central Asia 
has been added to the 
mix, “Everyone with a fa¬ 
vorite region can point to 
at least one paper that 
supports their suspicions," 
Larson wrote in an email. 
Larson is involved in an in¬ 
ternational project to tack¬ 
le the question with ancient 
DNA and anatomical com¬ 
parisons. □

Barker was the 
longtime host of “The Price 
is Right,” retiring from the 
game show in 2007 after 35 
years. 

He remains busy as an ad¬ 
vocate of animal rights in

Kardashian posted a state¬ 
ment to her website Tues¬ 
day saying Odom made 
“incredible strides” at Sun¬ 
rise Hospital and Medical 
Center in Las Vegas and 
thanking the doctors and 
nurses “for their kindness 
and diligent work.” 

The hospital and Odom's 
relatives have not revealed 
his prognosis, but the family 
has hinted at a long road 
ahead, saying they realize 
his “continued improve¬ 
ment” won’t be easy. 

The brothel said workers 
saw him drink alcohol and 
take supplements sold as 
“herbal Viagra." The Food 
and Drug Administration 
issued a warning in 2013 
against one brand he took.

He also told at least one 
of the women that he had 
done cocaine, but the 
brothel says it did not see 
him take any drugs.

Gurira, an award-winning 
writer who explores Afri¬ 
can lives onstage, also 
plays the katana-wielding 
walker assassin Michonne 
on AMC's “The Walking 
Dead." Is the pen mightier 
than the sword? 

“To me, it’s all storytelling,” 
said Gurira over tea and 
honey recently. “What 
I’m always looking for is a 
good story. If it’s a great 
story, I will submit to it." 

Both the battle-hardened 
TV heroine and the pow¬ 
erful playwright are on 
full-tilt this fall as “The Walk¬ 
ing Dead" begins its sixth 
season and Gurira’s play 
“Eclipsed,” starring Lupita 
Nyong’o, thrills New York. 
It will transfer to Broadway 
this February. “I think Da¬ 
nai is really a phenomenal 
human being. She’s got 
such a strong voice and 
she’s so profoundly cre¬ 
ative that she’s able to 
create these really distinc¬ 
tive stories and characters. 
I’m just spellbound,” said 
Nyong’o, who first met that 
playwright at Yale. Gurira’s 
play, first produced in 2009 


and making its New York 
debut this month at The 
Public Theater, focuses on 
four women held captive 
by the brutal leader of a 
rebel faction during the 
Liberian civil war. It gives 
Gurira a chance to explore 
an unseen world. 

“I pick up a lot of scripts 
where the African women 
on the page were under¬ 


explored and deeply un¬ 
derwritten. For some rea¬ 
son that was acceptable. 
And it was unacceptable 
to me,” she said. “I simply 
find African women amaz¬ 
ing and interesting and 
complex and fascinating 
and multidimensional. And 
I find the world doesn’t 
seem to see that at all." 
Born in Iowa to academic 


parents from Zimbabwe, 
Gurira’s family moved 
back to that southern Afri¬ 
can country when she was 
5. She attended college in 
Minnesota and graduate 
school for acting at New 
York University. 

She was a jock but also a 
huge reader, adoring “Be¬ 
loved,” "Roots" and Anton 
Chekhov plays. She also 
felt a connection to the 
African-American struggle 
and had a signed photo of 
the Rev. Martin Luther King 
Jr. in her home in Harare. 
There may have been a 
little Michonne already in 
her DNA. “There's a part of 
me that's known as a bit of 
a lioness. I've never been 
shy. I grew up as an out¬ 
spoken child,” she said. “I 
know inside of me, if need 
be, there is a warrior.” 

One of her first plays was 
“In the Continuum,” a play 
she co-wrote with a fellow 
graduate student in which 
an African-American teen¬ 
ager and a Zimbabwean 
TV personality discover that 
the men in their lives have 
infected them with HIV. 
Gurira, 37, went on to ap¬ 
pear in the film “The Visi¬ 
tor,” on HBO in “Treme,” 
played Isabella in the 2011 
Shakespeare in the Park 
production of “Measure 
for Measure” and was on 
Broadway in “Joe Turner's 
Come and Gone.” 


When “The Walking Dead" 
came calling, she laced up 
for battle. “I wanted to play 
an action chick one day,” 
she said. “How often do 
you see comic book char¬ 
acters come to life that 
have dreadlocks and a 
sword? That was astound- 
ingly fascinating to me.” 
Her plays have often ex¬ 
plored African women in 
crisis but lately she's started 
to look at the fault line of 
race in America. Her next 
play is “Familiar,” which 
will premiere in New York 
at Playwrights Horizons 
next February. “She’s pro¬ 
viding the African woman 
with voices she herself was 
hungry for,” said Nyong'o. 
“She's telling our stories 
and giving us access to re¬ 
ally, really meaty material.” 
“Familiar” finds Gurira in a 
more humorous vein, with a 
first-generation Zimbabwe¬ 
an family preparing for the 
eldest daughter’s wedding 
to a white American guy. 
Gurira was inspired by her 
own family, the film “Mon¬ 
soon Wedding" — and 
Chekhov. “I could see my 
own family and the absur¬ 
dities of my own culture in 
what he was writing in 19th- 
century Russia.” Gurira sees 
signs that America — led 
by a president with an Afri¬ 
can last name — is starting 
to embrace Africa and its 
varied voices.Q 


Grant Gustin gets boost of confidence in ‘The Flash’ suit

and I have a lot of fun with 
any fans that will put up 
with me,” he said with a 
laugh. 

Gustin, 25, plays Barry Allen, 
who discovered he could 
move at superhuman 
speed after being struck by 
lightning. 

He uses his abilities to help 
fight crime. 

“The Flash," which airs Tues¬ 
day night (8 p.m. EDT), is a 
spin-off of “Arrow,” starring 
Stephen Amell. 

The two shows regularly 
have crossover episodes. 
“They can be a logistic 
nightmare," Gustin said. 

“I work 12 hours a day ev¬ 
ery day already on ‘Flash,’ 
usually. So, to be like, ‘Oh, 
we're also shooting ‘Ar¬ 


row’ this week,’ it can be 
borderline impossible, but 
when we’re on set, and 
we’re all in our costumes, 
and we’re doing the thing, 
it’s fun. 

And when it's the finished 
product, it’s beyond worth 
it, and we know how much 
the fans love it.” 

“The Flash,” now in its sec¬ 
ond season, will soon have 
its own spin-off: 

“Legends of Tomorrow,” 
about heroes and villains 
teaming up to save the 
world, will premiere next 
year. 

One DC Comics show 
launching on TV that has 
no crossover plans as of yet 
is CBS' “Supergirl,” starring 
Melissa Benoist. 


Greg Berlanti, who is the 
executive producer of “The 
Flash” and “Supergirl,” has 
said he wants “Supergirl” to 
stand on its own before any 
crossovers are planned. 
Gustin said he would like to 
see that happen. 

Benoist was a regular on 
Fox's “Glee" and Gustin 
was a guest star on the 
show, though they never 
had scenes together. 

“I love Melissa, first of all," 
Gustin said. “I think she's a 
great actress. 

... She’s got an amaz¬ 
ing work ethic, and I love 
that character. ... If both 
shows could stick around 
... it could maybe be 
something that happens 
eventually."□ 
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Judge dismisses copyright infringement case against Jay Z

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 

judge on Wednesday 
dismissed a copyright in¬ 
fringement case against 
rapper Jay Z over his 1999 
hit “Big Pimpin'" before 
the case was sent to a jury. 
U.S. District Judge Christina 
A. Snyder ruled the heir of 
an Egyptian composer did 
not have the right to pur¬ 
sue a copyright infringe¬ 
ment claim. She did not 
explain her decision in 
detail, but told jurors she 
tossed out the case after 
hearing testimony from ex¬ 
perts on Egyptian law. 

The nephew of Baligh Ham- 
di, an Egyptian composer 
whose 1957 song “Khosara 
Khosara” is partially used 
in “Big Pimpin',” sued Jay 
Z, producer Timbaland 
and several media com¬ 
panies in 2007. Flute notes 
that Hamdi composed are 
repeated throughout the 
Jay Z song, and nephew 
Osama Ahmed Fahmy 
claimed they exploited 
“Khosara Khosara” without 
proper permission. 

“We think it’s completely 
wrong, and we'll appeal,” 
Fahmy's attorney, Pete 


DUNKIRK, N.Y. (AP) — Cory 
Wells, a founding mem¬ 
ber of the popular 1970s 
band Three Dog Night and 
lead singer on such hits as 
“Never Been to Spain” and 
“Mama Told Me (Not to 
Come),” has died at age 
74. 

Wells experienced acute 
back pain weeks ago and 
died suddenly Tuesday 
in Dunkirk, where he had 
lived, bandmate Danny 
Hutton said. 

“Cory was an incredible 
singer — a greater per¬ 
former, he could sing any¬ 
thing,” Hutton said. 

The cause of Wells’ death 
was unknown. Universal 
Music Enterprises spokes¬ 
woman Sujata Murphy 
said. 

Vocalists Wells, Hutton and 
Chuck Negron formed 
Three Dog Night in 1967,

Wells, a Polish-American 
with several polka players 
among his relatives, was 
born Emil Lewandowski 
in Buffalo.

He moved to Los An¬ 
geles in the mid-1960s and 
while in the house band for 
the popular club the Whis¬ 
key A-Go-Go he met Hut¬ 
ton, a writer and producer 
at the time with Hanna-Bar- 
bera Records. Wells and 
Three Dog Night continued 
to record and tour, in vari¬ 
ous incarnations, right up 
to the present. Wells’ death 
comes seven months after 
longtime keyboard player 
Jimmy Greenspoon died of 
cancer.

use it. 

His attorney, Christine 
Lepera, praised the ruling, 
saying the hit-making pro¬ 
ducer maintained through¬ 
out the eight-year case 
that he didn’t infringe on 
any copyrights to create 
the music for the rap song. 
Jay Z, whose real name is 
Shawn Carter, also said he 
thought he had a valid li¬ 
cense to use the flute notes 
for the song that became 
his first major hit single. 

“My client is pleased with 
and gratified by the deci¬ 
sion,” Jay Z’s attorney An¬ 
drew Bart said. 

Jurors heard from witness¬ 
es who described con¬ 
tracts and copyright laws 
in both the United States 
and Egypt and music ex¬ 
perts who offered dueling 
interpretations of how im¬ 
portant the “Khosara Kho¬ 
sara” flute notes are to “Big 
Pimpin’.” 

The notes are repeated 
throughout the song, 
which is a raunchy ode to 
a promiscuous lifestyle. 
Carter himself noted “Kho¬ 
sara Khosara” was cred¬ 
ited on at least one of his 
CDs that Fahmy's attorney 
showed jurors. 

“We have the rights as you 
can see on the bottom of 
the CD,” Carter testified 
last week. 

Ross has said the rap's lyr¬ 
ics are at odds with the 
love ballad that Hamdi 


composed, but Carter's 
lyrics were not an issue in 
the case. Jurors heard the 
beginning of “Big Pimpin’” 
several times and saw a 
snippet of the music vid¬ 
eo, but the song was not 
played in its entirety during 
the trial. 

The rapper performed at a 
New York concert to ben¬ 
efit his Tidal music stream¬ 
ing service Tuesday night, 
but did not perform “Big 
Pimpin’.” 

“For all of the drama ex¬ 
pected to unfold in the 
courtroom, to have the 
court decide that the case 
should have never ad¬ 
vanced beyond the court¬ 
house steps is anticlimac- 
tic,” said James Sammata- 
ro, a media lawyer with 
the firm Stroock & Stroock 
& Lavan. “In Jay-Z’s words: 
‘Grand opening. Grand 
closing.’” 

He said Snyder’s ruling like¬ 
ly will limit the scope of an 
appeal. 

It is the second time this 
year that a jury has heard 
a copyright infringement 
case involving a major re¬ 
cording artist. In March, 
jurors awarded Marvin 
Gaye's children $7.4 mil¬ 
lion after finding the 2013 
hit “Blurred Lines” by Robin 
Thicke and Pharrell Williams 
copied Gaye's hit “Got to 
Give It Up." A judge later 
trimmed the amount to 
$5.3 million. The artists' law¬ 
yers are contesting the ver¬ 
dict. 

Both cases showed the 
“music litigation world has 
become the Wild West 
these days,” said Glen 
Rothstein, an intellectual 
property lawyer with the 
firm Greenberg Glusker. 
While the “Blurred Lines" 
and “Big Pimpin'" cases 
were different and had 
vastly different results, 
Rothstein said they were 
expensive endeavors 
and likely will lead record 
companies to seek more 
licenses for sampled music 
to avoid having their work 
tied up in court. 

“They're almost going to 
self-insure by paying more 
royalties upfront,” Roth¬ 
stein said. □

BEIJING (AP) — A potential 
prize for AB InBev in its bid 
for SABMiller is a Chinese 
beer that is the world’s big¬ 
gest seller. 

But any deal will face Chi¬ 
nese regulators who have 
barred the two brewing gi¬ 
ants in the past from coop¬ 
erating. 

China already drinks one- 
quarter of the world’s beer 
and is the focus of intense 
foreign interest because 
even with its economy 
cooling, demand is grow¬ 
ing while Western markets 
are flat or declining. 
SABMiller has a leading 
position with a 49 percent 
stake in Snow, a joint ven¬ 
ture with a state-owned 
partner that sold 11.8 bil¬ 
lion liters (3 billion gallons) 
of suds last year, or more 
than one out of every 20 
glasses drunk worldwide. 
That could dramatically 
expand InBev’s Chinese 
footprint, which already 
includes Budweiser, Beck’s 
and Stella Artois. 

“No one outside China 
knows what Snow is, but it 
is the biggest brand in the 
world,” said industry ana¬ 
lyst Spiros Malandrakis of 
Euromonitor. 

Total Chinese beer sales 
are expected to rise 2.6 
percent this year to 52.2 
billion liters (13.6 billion gal¬ 
lons), or more than double 
the global forecast of 1 
percent growth, accord¬ 
ing to Euromonitor. 
Competition in China’s 
crowded beer market is in¬ 
tense, which keeps prices 
low and profits slim. 

Despite that, global brew¬ 
ers are buying or launching 
mass-market brands. Some 
hope to attract Chinese 
drinkers who might trade 
up to more expensive ver¬ 
sions as incomes rise. 

In China since 1984, InBev’s 
Anheuser-Busch unit, the 
brewer of Budweiser, has 
39 beverage plants and 
26,000 employees. 
SABMiller launched Snow 
with China Resources En¬ 
terprise, Ltd. in 1994. 

Today, it has 98 breweries 
and says it accounts for 
more than one in every five 
cans or bottles of beer sold 
in China. 

Other competitors include 


Heineken and Carlsberg, 
Japan's Kirin and Asahi 
and Chinese brands Tsing- 
tao and Yanjing. 

In a reflection of competi¬ 
tive pressure, it was only 
last year that SABMiller said 
it collected its first half-year 
dividend of $228 million 
from the Snow partnership. 
If Belgian-based AB InBev 
wants to keep that busi¬ 
ness, it needs to win over 
Chinese anti-monopoly 
regulators who have sin¬ 
gled out both companies 


for curbs on their activities 
to preserve competition. 

As a condition of Chinese 
approval for its 2008 pur¬ 
chase of Anheuser-Busch, 
InBev was barred from link¬ 
ing its brands with SABMiller. 
Those also include domes¬ 
tic beers Harbin, Sedrin and 
Double Deer. 

Both also are prohibited 
from buying any more Chi¬ 
nese breweries. 

A merged company would 
control more than 40 per¬ 
cent of China’s beer mar¬ 


ket, according to Song 
Tao, an analyst for Guotai 
Jun'an International, a Chi¬ 
nese brokerage. 

“That may trigger an anti- 
monopoly investigation,” 
said Song. “If the deal fails 
to get passed, InBev has to 
sell its holdings in CRE. 

Then CRE will face com¬ 
petition from InBev, and 
their future will become un¬ 
clear.” 

Mergers between rivals in 
China run counter to the 
ruling Communist Party’s 


desire to make the econ¬ 
omy more productive by 
promoting competition. 
China didn’t enact its first 
anti-monopoly law until 
2007 but regulators have 
enforced it aggressively. 

In 2009, they blocked Co¬ 
ca-Cola Co. from buying a 
Chinese fruit juice maker, 
Huiyuan. Regulators said 
even though Coke had no 
fruit juice brand, adding 
Huiyuan to its popular car¬ 
bonated drinks might hurt 
competition in beverages 
overall. 

Companies that want to 
merge are required to no¬ 
tify regulators if their com¬ 
bined annual revenue 
would exceed 2 billion 
yuan ($310 million) and 
each did more than 400 
million yuan ($64 million) 
in business the previous 
year, according to Song 
Ying, an anti-monopoly 
specialist for the Anjie Law 
Firm in Beijing. 

“The Ministry of Commerce 
will consult with some of 
the main stakeholders in 
this industry and maybe 
the relevant industrial asso¬ 
ciations to ensure that the 
potential merger deal will 
not put restrictions on mar¬ 
ket competition or raise 
the barriers to entry," said 
Song. 

At the same time, brewers 
are scrambling to adapt as 
Chinese drinkers join their 
Western counterparts in 
migrating to craft beers. 
Already, specialty brews in- 
cludingStella, Hoegaarden 
and Belgium's Chimay and 
Duvel priced at up to 37 
yuan ($6) a bottle are sold 
in supermarkets in major 
Chinese cities. 

“This highlights the speed 
of the sophistication of the 
Chinese palate,” said Mal¬ 
andrakis of Euromonitor. 

For a global brewer, he 
said, that means taking 
over a popular but low- 
profit brand such as Snow 
would be part of a strategy 
to guide Chinese drinkers 
to more expensive variet¬ 
ies. 

“Essentially the consumers 
would drink Snow for a cou¬ 
ple of years,” he said. “And 
then when they move 
into the middle class, they 
would switch, the com¬ 
pany hopes, to imported 
beers from its brands. ”□
